POLITICIANS IN COUNCIL. 


C i n c i n n a t i, 
A pril 2 2 .—T he an n u al 
convention of tile N ational league of 
republican clubs began its session a t 
noon T uesday in Music hall. 
M ayor 
Mosby. on behalf of the city of C incin­ 
nati, m ade the opening address of w el­ 
come. 
Ile w as follow ed by ex-Gov. 
F oraker, 
w ho gave a 
w elcom e for 
th e 
state 
of 
Ohio. 
lie 
spoke 
in 
en th u siastic 
term s of 
the 
.services 
to the 
republican 
p arty of 
G ran t 
and Lincoln, 
but w hen he cam e to 
B laine he grew eloquent. 
Ile studious­ 
ly avoided the m ention of th e nam e of 
P resid en t H arrison, but no p a rticu lar 
sign itieanee w as attached to th is u n til 
the close of his address, w hen the de­ 
clared •‘.lam es ii. P laine has given us a 
m agnificent 
adm in istratio n .” 
T here 
w as intense excitem ent all over th e 
hall, but it was kept dow n u n til P resi­ 
d en t T h u rsto n 
had 
concluded 
his 
speech. 
Mr. 
T h u rsto n 
characterized 
th e 
league as the volunteer political o r­ 
ganization of the republican party. “ I t 
has no pay roll; it controls no p atro n ­ 
age; it asks no adm inistrative favor; it 
is devoted 
alone to the 
advocacy 
and 
perpetuation 
of 
those 
g re a t 
principles 
w hich 
guaran tee 
lib erty 
and 
equality 
to 
every 
A m erican 
citizen. 
It follow s th e personal for­ 
tu n es of no leader and w ill not com m it 
itself to the candidacy of any m an; it is 
for th e nom inees and th e platform of 
th e 
republican 
national convention. 
T he delegates here represent m ore th a n 
10,000 perm anent republican clubs. The 
m em bership of the league already ex­ 
ceeds l.ooo.ooo." 
Mr. T h u rsto n th en 
w ent 
on 
to 
eulogize 
th e 
rep u b ­ 
lican party, w hich, he said, by its 
protection policy had developed the 
resources of the country and doubled 
th e rew ards of 
A m erican labor. 
He 
said th at th e enactm ent of the M cKin­ 
ley bill so near election day th a t its 
provisions could n o t be explained, Its 
practical 
effects 
determ ined, or the 
falsehoods concerning it refuted, cost 
the republican party thousands of votes. 
B ut before th e next presidential elec­ 
tion its beneficial effects w ill have be­ 
come apparent, and if any of its sched­ 
ules prove to be excessive or u n ju st the 
republican p arty stands ready to cor­ 
rect its ow n m istakes w ithout destroy­ 
ing the foundation principles of A m er­ 
ican protection. 
lie said th e im por­

In conclusion Mr. T hurston declared 
th a t now was the tim e to begin the cam ­ 
paign *of • I S92, and th a t the old guard 
of the party m ust now give place to the 
younger leaders. 
D uring the confusion th a t preceded 
adjournm ent an Indiana delegate, Mr. 
Cole, of Shelbyville, caused a sensation 
by declaring th a t he w ould call a m eet­ 
ing to denounce the tre a tm e n t of Pres­ 
ident H arrison. 
He w as quickly su r­ 
rounded by o ther delegates a jti quieted. 
H is com plaint arose from th e allusion 
of F o rak er to B laine as Raving “given 
us a m agnificent ad m inistration.” The 
m anner in w inch the applause follow ed 
th a t declaration show ed th a t th ere was 
a feeling as if th ere w as an intentional 
ignoring of P resident H arrison. 
The 
Indiana delegate w as quieted for the 
tim e and th e convention adjourned.

M r. Stephens finally got Mr. Cleve­ 
land back to the silver question by say­ 
ing: 
“Now that the letter has been written the 
Missouri democrats would like to know if in 
case you are elected president in 1302 and a 
democratic congress should pass a free coinage 
bill would you veto it, no matter if you knew 
that the great majority of your party favored 
the measure?” 
M r. Cleveland said: 
“That is a bridge w e had better not attempt 
to eros* until we come to it. W hat would be 
bad far the country at the present time might 
be rn necessity in 1824. 
As the volume of busi­ 
ness increases it is necessary to increase the 
currency. 
The amount of the present per 
.£ >!ta should be increased;, but changes should 
Ie made gradually. 
When the law was passed 
providing for the coinage of 82,000,000 per 
month I feared the result, for I thought it 
would prove an Injury to the business Interests 
of the country for the time at least. However, 
the law proved a benefit, for, contrary to my 
opinion, the 
country was ready 
for 
the 
change. 
When 
the 
present 
law 
pro­ 
viding for It.500,003 per month was passed I 
thought the measure too radical and that it 
might have the effect of driving gold out of the 
country, but iu this I was mistaken, and ooda 
those ' opposed as well as those in favor* of 
free coinage believe that the present law Is a 
wise one in so far that the country has bene­ 
fited by it. 
With the rapid strides the country 
Is making it Is impossible to say what financial 
measure we may be ready for in 1694 
“In forming my views i^poa the subject I did 
not alone consider the interests of any one 
section of this country. 
My only desire Is to 
see financial legislation enacted that will ben­ 
efit the people in tho west as well as in the 
east, and those In the north as well as those in 
the south. 
I have been unable to see how 
free coinage could fall of being an injury to 
every section of this country, believing, as I db, 
that It would drive gold out of circulation. As 
we are In a great measure dependent upon Eu 
ropean markets for our product we are obliged 
to take them into consideration.” 
A rep o rter called a t Mr. C leveland’s 
office to ascertain w h ether th e in te r­ 
view as given above w as accurate. Mr. 
Cleveland said he had n ot talk ed w ith 
anyone on th e silver question “ for p u b ­ 
licatio n .” 
He had not read the article 
and could not therefore say w h ether 
th e statem en ts credited to him w ere an 
accurate expression of his view s or not.

T he 31 oat Costly Engine# on th e C hicago & 
N orthw estern in th e C ity. 
Two of the heaviest and most expen­ 
sive locomotives that ever wheeled into 
Janesville stood on the Chicago A North­ 
western sidetracks this morning. 
They 
were built at the Schenectady Locomo­ 
tive Works at Schenectady, New York* 
and weighed seventy tons each. They 
were “ten wheel moguls,” and the driv­ 
ing wheels—(three on each side) —were 
nearly six feet in diameter. The big en­ 
gines were built for the Chicago, Bt. Panj 
Minneapolis and Omaha line, and are 
mtended for the passenger service. The 
whole length cf the engine was over 
thirty five feet and the height about fif­ 
teen feet. The top of the boiler was on 
level with the top 
of 
a box 
car, and the rmoke stack 
five feet
